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“Borne aloft as if on angels’ wings:” 


the Genesis of Elijah 


“From an early hour crowds of eager expectants 
marshalled themselves as near the building as the 
police arrangements would permit, and as soon as 
the doors were opened every reserved seat was 
filled, and even the far-off corners where there was 
standing room were packed . . .” 


This was the scene that greeted Felix Mendelssohn 
when he arrived to conduct his new oratorio 
Elijah at the Birmingham 
Music Festival on August 26, 
1846. The work was a special 
commission from the Festival, 
but its roots lay some ten years 
previously, when the composer 
first began to consider a 
large-scale sacred oratorio. At 
that point Mendelssohn had no 
strong feelings about which 
Biblical figure would feature: he 
told his prospective librettist 
Karl Klingemann that it was all 
the same whether he chose “St. 
Peter, Elijah, or even King Og 
of Bashan” as the protagonist. 


Although the two worked 
together on Elijah for some 
time, Klingemann himself 
couldn't work up much enthu- 
siasm for the figure of Elijah. Mendelssohn 
showed their drafts to his old friend Julius 
Schubring, the theologian, and a long 
correspondence ensued between the two. 
Schubring was enthusiastic about the Old 
‘Testament theme, but had some strong ideas of 
his own. When he proposed that Christ and St. 
Peter should sing a trio with Elijah at the climax 
of the work, Mendelssohn demurred, and the 
project was abandoned. 


But with the invitation from Birmingham, the 
six-year-old plan was revived, and Schubring 
produced a German libretto based on a “selection 
of beautiful Bible passages” from Luther’s

translation of the Bible. By May of 1846 
Mendelssohn was in contact with William 
Bartholomew, who had already translated many 
of his works into English. Mendelssohn begged 
him “Pray, give it your best English words, for so 
far I feel so much more interest in this work than 
for my other compositions.” 


Mendelssohn had become increasingly drawn to 
the figure of Elijah, whom he 
felt to be “a real prophet 
through and through, the kind 
we could use again today — 
strong, zealous, and yes, even 
bad-tempered, angry, and 
brooding — in contrast to the 
riff-raff, whether of the court or 
the people, and indeed in con- 
trast to practically the whole 
world — and yet he is borne 
aloft as if on angels’ wings.” 


The composer may well have 
projected some of his own 
situation onto Elijah, By the time 
the Birmingham commission 
arrived, Mendelssohn had 
become deeply depressed and 
cynical about his involvement 
with the new political regime in 
Berlin, one which had begun with promising 
reforms only a few years before. And the topic of 
a prophet who destroys false idols in the name of 
truth must have spoken to him artistically as well 
as politically. By the mid-1840s Mendelssohn 
found himself more and more representing a 
conservative musical standpoint in an era that 
increasingly prized empty virtuosity. 


Mendelssohn's own early musical studies, after all, 
involved an immersion in the musical languages 
of Bach and Handel: the culmination of this 
apprenticeship was his historic revival of Bach's Sz. 
Matthew Passion. His mature compositional style 
was as influenced by Mozart and Beethoven — 
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and even Berlioz — as by Bach and Handel, but 
when he came to compose his large-scale oratorios 
St. Pauland Elijah, he consciously turned back to 
the great masters of the Baroque. 


Certainly the English public, who idolized the 
oratorios of Handel, recognized this conservative 
side of Mendelssohn’ style, and welcomed it. The 
success of “The” Elijah was extraordinary and 
immediate, and it quickly came to share a place in 
English musical life that previously had been 
reserved only for “The” Messiah, Mendelssohn 
himself was amazed by the warmth of its reception. 
He wrote his brother shortly after the 


first performance: 


“No work of mine ever went so 
admirably at its first performance, nor 
was received with such enthusiasm by 
both the musicians and the audience, 
as this oratorio . .. Had you only been 
there! During the whole three and a 
half hours that it lasted, the big hall 
with its two thousand people and the large 
orchestra were all so concentrated that not the 


slightest sound could be heard from the audience.” 


PART I 


The first half of this expansive work is concerned 
largely with the curse that Elijah announces God 
has put upon the unbelieving country: no rain 
will fall “but according to My word.” This 
tremendously bare and harsh opening, full of 
tritones, sets the stage for the overture that follows, 
whose chromatic fugal theme is marked with the 
same restless intervals. Its remarkable climax owes 
more to Beethoven and Berlioz than to Handel; at 
the height of excitement the chorus bursts in with 
a prayer to God. 


An episode follows where Elijah goes to seek shelter 
with a widow whose son has recently died. As a 
gesture of thanks and in proof of Jehovah's power 
the prophet brings the son back to life, inspiring 
a chorus “Cast thy burden upon the lord”, a 
movement that quotes from Bach's setting of the 
chorale “O Gott, du frommer Gott.” Some of 
Mendelssohn's allusions, like this chorale quotation, 
are woven deep into the texture of the music. 
Other movements owe much more obvious debts 
to earlier sources, as with “Is not His word like a 
fire!”, which echoes closely Handel’s “redeemer’s 


fire” from Messiah. 





But Mendelssohn creates other effects that are very 
much his own, as with the ominous timpani roll 
as Elijah condemns the priests of Baal to death, or 
the remarkable emptiness of the wind chords in 
when the Boy sings “there is nothing: the heavens 
are as brass above me.” At last, thanks to Elijah’s 
intervention, water returns to the land, and the 
first half ends with a great chorus of thanksgiving 
as the drought is lifted: “Thanks be to god, he 
laveth the thirsty land!”

In the second half, after a hymn of 
praise, Elijah comes to Ahab the king 
and accuses him of continuing to wor- 
ship Baal, telling him “the Lord shall 
smite all Israel.” Jezebel the queen 
incites the crowd against him, who 
announce “He shall perish!” But 
Obadiah warns him away; Elijah blesses 
him, then departs for the wilderness. 


What follows is one of the most interesting 
rereadings of Bach to appear in this work. “It is 
enough” mirrors closely “Es ist vollbracht,” the 
great alto aria of despair in the St. John Passion, even 
with a similar lamenting instrumental solo: where 
Bach uses the viola da gamba, Mendelssohn gives 
the melody to a heartfelt cello obbligato. The 
angels answer Elijah in an unaccompanied trio of 
great beauty, one of Mendelssohn's most successful 
revisions after the premiere. After an angelic chorus 
“He, watching over Israel,” an angel tells Elijah 
to go into the desert for “forty days and forty 
nights,” making the prophet even more plainly a 
prefiguration of Christ. 


In the depths of Elijah’s despair, the Angel consoles 
him with what became one of the most popular 
moments of this score, “O rest in the Lord.” This 
aria was nearly struck out of the score, as 
Mendelssohn found it too close to a popular 
Scottish ballad; after some persuasion, he allowed 
it to remain once he had changed two crucial notes 
in its opening phrase. The chorus picks up the 
theme of patience with “He that shall endure to 
the end,” a hymnlike chorus that echoes Bach's 
chorale “O Welt, ich muss dich lassen.” 


At last, after Elijah’s dark night of the soul, the 
Angel announces the Lord’s appearance to him. 
What follows is a wonderful description of this 
manifestation, first in wind, then in storms, then 
in fire. At last, after all these tremendous effects, 
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there comes a “still small voice,” illustrated vividly 
with Mendelssohn's deft sense of orchestration. 


Interestingly, for this climactic intervention of the 
divine, Mendelssohn does not call upon Handel 
or Bach. Instead, as Eric Warner has pointed out, 
he quotes from a melody that was used in 
German synagogues on High Holy Days since 
the fifteenth century to describe the thirteen 
divine attributes of Yahweh. Although 
Mendelssohn was a devout Lutheran, his Jewish 
heritage was always intensely important to him, 
and here (perhaps unconsciously) it seems to have 
provided him with a particularly memorable 
melodic outline. 


Elijah is sent on his way after this divine revelation, 
and the rest of his story is narrated by the chorus, 
who describe how “mighty kings by him were 
overthrown;” at the last “there came a fiery chariot, 
with fiery horses, and he went by a whirlwind to 
Heaven.” The work ends with a prediction of the 
coming of Christ, and a grand hymn of praise. 


Despite the great success of the Birmingham 
premiere, Mendelssohn was far from satisfied with 
the work, and spent much of the rest of the year 
revising it to his satisfaction. He wrote to 
Klingemann in December that “I am sure you will 
be satisfied with the alterations — I can really say 
improvements. Elijah has become much more 
important and mystical . . . it was the lack of these 
qualities that irritated me before.” 


H&H and Elijah 
H&H has had a long association with Elijah. Under the baton of 


C.E. Horn, the ensemble gave the work's American premiere at the 
Melodeon on February 13, 1848, less than two years after 
Mendelssohn himself led the first performance. Since then, the 
Society has presented the work over 80 times; the last performance 
before this present production was in 1964. When Symphony Hall 
opened in 1900, H&H was the second group after the BSO to per- 
form here, and Elijah was the work of choice to inaugurate the new 
hall. That production of Elijah on October 21, 1900 was one of 
truly epic proportions, featuring a chorus of some 293 voices! 

(Our performance today uses a more Mendelssohnian chorus of | 


160, with an orchestra of 70 players.) 


This revised version was premiered by the “Sacred 
Harmonic Society” conducted again by 
Mendelssohn himself, in London at Exeter Hall on 
April 16 of 1847. At the second performance, the 
Queen and the Prince Consort attended, and 
afterwards Prince Albert wrote in his libretto: 


“To the noble artist who, surrounded by the 
Baal-worship of false art, through genius and 
study has been able, like a second Elijah, to 
remain true to the service of true art; who has 
freed our ear from the chaos of mindless jingling 
of tones, to accustom it once more to the pure 
sounds of truly reflected emotion and regular har- 
mony; to the Great Master, who, in a steady 
stream of ideas, unrolls before us the whole 
panorama of the elements from the gentlest 
rustlings to the mightiest storms; in grateful 
recollection, Albert.” 


Mendelssohn intended Elijah, along with St. Paul, 
to be part of a grand triptych that would end with 
Christus. Alas, he was never to complete his final 
panel of such a huge work: he died abruptly later 
that year, leaving as his final work this great 
monument of Victorian culture.

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Christopher Hogwood, Conductor 


Since founding The Academy of Ancient Music in 1973, Christopher 
Hogwood has gained international recognition as a pioneer in the 
field of Historically Informed Performance. H&H Artistic Director 
since 1986, Mr. Hogwood is also Associate Director of the Beethoven 
Academie in Antwerp, Principal Guest Conductor of the 
Kammerorchester Basel and the Orquesta Ciudad de Granada, and 
Artistic Director of the National Symphony Orchestra’s annual 
Mozart Summer Festival in Washington, D.C. Active as an operatic 
conductor, Mr. Hogwood appears as a regular guest of Opera 
Australia and returns to Deutsche Oper Berlin this season for a staged 
production of Mendelssohn’s arrangement of Bach's St. Matthew 
Passion. In addition, he conducts The Magic Flute at Stockholm 
Royal Opera this season and begins next season with Haydn’s Orfeo at the Royal Opera House, Covent 
Garden. Other engagements this season include the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Orchestre 
Philharmonique de Radio France, Orchestre Philharmonique de Monte Carlo, and the Mahler 
Chamber Orchestra. He also continues his project of recording the complete Gade Symphonies with 
Danish National Radio Symphony Orchestra. Mr. Hogwood has written a number of books including 
his highly esteemed biography of Handel, and has made his mark in television and video and as a 
popular broadcaster on a wide range of musical topics. He has a celebrated catalogue of recordings for 
Decca on the U-Oiseau-Lyre label. Mr. Hogwood possesses a number of fine keyboard instruments, 
ranging from a 16th-century Italian harpsichord to a 19th-century piano once the property of Weber, 


and is an enthusiastic collector of porcelain. 





James Morris, Bass 


James Morris is renowned the world over for a diverse repertoire of opera, concerts, recitals, and recordings. 
Mr. Morris makes his first Boston-area appearance in 17 years and his H&cH debut with these perfor- 
mances of Elijah. The youngest male singer ever to join the Metropolitan Opera, Mr. Morris has an 
operatic repertoire that includes works ranging from Mozart to Britten. He has performed in virtually 
every international opera house and in concert with the major 
orchestras of the United States and Europe. This past season he sang 
the roles of Scarpia in Tosca, lago in Otello, and Wotan/Wanderer in 
The Ring, which he has performed on national and international 
stages and on television. Other opera roles include Don Giovanni 
with the Baltimore Opera, Macbeth with the Minnesota Opera, The 
Flying Dutchman in Vienna and Wotan in Die Walkiire with the 
Dallas Opera. Additional engagements in recent seasons have includ- 
ed roles at the Metropolitan Opera, Vienna State Opera, Lyric Opera 
of Chicago, San Diego Opera, the Bayerische Staatsoper in Munich 
and La Scala in Milan. Mr. Morris’ extensive discography includes 
operas by Wagner, Offenbach, Mozart, Massenet, Verdi and 
Gounod, and his most recent release, The Flying Dutchman from Sony Classical. 
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Christine Brewer, Soprano 


Christine Brewer returns to H&H for these Elijah performances, 
having appeared in a program of Beethoven with Christopher 
Hogwood in the 1998-1999 season. This season Ms. Brewer's 
performance schedule includes Beethoven's Symphony No. 9 with 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic and Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
Missa Solemnis with the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra, Rossini’s 
Stabat Mater at Carnegie Hall with Sir Neville Marriner and the 
Orchestra of Saint Luke's, and the Verdi Requiem with the Saint 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. In the past year, Ms. Brewer was seen 
in performances of Shostakovich’s Symphony No. 14 with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, Brahms’ Ein deutsches Requiem with the St. 
Louis Symphony, and Strauss’s Four Last Songs with the Rundfunk- 
Sinfonieorchester Berlin. She also gave a concert performance of the finale to Fidelio with Placido 
Domingo in celebration of the re-opening of Covent Garden. Her professional career began with the 
Opera Theatre of Saint Louis, where she appeared most recently in the title role in Haydn’s Armida. 





Marietta Simpson, Mezzo-Soprano 


These performances of Elijah mark Marietta Simpson's return to the 
H®&H stage, having performed Bach’s arrangement of Pergolesi’s 
Stabat Mater with Christopher Hogwood last March. Ms. Simpson 
has performed with all the major orchestras in the United States, and 
under many of the world’s greatest conductors, including the late 
Robert Shaw, Kurt Mazur, Lorin Maazel, Simon Rattle, Helmuth 
Rilling, Charles Dutoit, Wolfgang Sawallisch, Robert Page, and 
Gunther Herbig. 2000-2001 season engagements include performances 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic in Beethoven's Symphony No. 9, 
(| the Atlanta Symphony in Beethoven's Missa Solemnis, and the Florida 
|| West Coast Symphony in Mahler's Symphony No. 2. In 1992, Ms. 

Simpson sang in Carnegie Hall’s commemoration of the 250th 
anniversary of Handel's Messiah. Her recordings with the Atlanta Symphony and Robert Shaw on the 
Telarc label include Vivaldi’s Gloria, Bach's Magnificat, Schubert Masses Nos. 1 and 6, and Beethoven's 
Mass in C. 





Gregory Iuray, Jenor 


Making his first appearances with the Handel & Haydn Society, 
Gregory Turay has been hailed by the London Times as “one of the 
brightest natural talents to have emerged from the U.S. in recent 
years.” Winner of the 2000 Richard Tucker Award, his 2000-2001 
season features a return to the Metropolitan Opera as Ferrando in Cos? 
fan tutte, Camille in The Merry Widow, and Brighella in Ariadne auf 
Naxos, the latter conducted by James Levine. A member of the 
Metropolitan Operas Lindermann Young Artists’ Development 
Program for three seasons, Mr. Turay made his debut there as Brighella 
in Ariadne auf Naxos, conducted by James Levine in 1997. Recent 
concert engagements have included Rudolpho in the world premiere 
of William Bolcom’s A View from the Bridge with Lyric Opera of 
Chicago, Don Ottavio in Don Giovanni with the San Francisco Opera, and Tamino in Die Zauberflote 
with the Deutsche Oper Berlin. His many distinguished awards include the Metropolitan Opera National 
Council Auditions in 1995 and the Richard Gaddes Award from Opera Theatre of St. Louis in 1997. 





Robert Honeysucker, Bass 


Robert Honeysucker is recognized internationally for his brilliant opera, concert, and recital perfor- 
mances. His opera performances throughout the United States have included roles with the Boston Lyric 
Opera of Count di Luna in // Travatore, Germont in La Traviata, and Ford in Falstaff, as well as Renato 
in Un Ballo in Maschera with the Sacramento Opera, Amonasra in Aida with the Utah Opera, and 
Rigoletto in Rigoletto with the Delaware Opera. Honored as 1995 “Musician of the Year” by The Boston 
Globe critic Richard Dyer, Mr. Honeysucker has also been a winner of the National Opera Association 
Artists Competition and a recipient of the New England Opera Club Jacopo Peri Award. Mr. 
Honeysucker has been a member of the Bach Aria Group and Videmus, and is a member and 
co-founder of the Jubilee Trio (with Marion Dry and Leslie Amper), which presents American art songs, 
including those of under-performed African-American composers. 


David Brenton Allen, The Boy 


David Brenton Allen is a seventh grade student, living in Brookline, Massachusetts, where he is currently 
home schooled by his parents Bruce MacLeod Allen and Dorothy Youells Allen. His formal music 
education began at age six, including piano, flute, and recorder lessons with his mother, who is a concert 
flutist, and at the Brookline Devotion and Lincoln Schools. Since eight years of age, David has been 
a member of the nationally acclaimed P.A.L.S. (Performing Artists at Lincoln School), of which 
Johanna Hill Simpson is the Artistic Director. With this group he has performed extensively throughout 
New England in various concerts, and with the Boston Symphony Orchestra under Seiji Osawa. 
David enjoys a variety of pursuits, ranging from the study of astrophysics and computers, to baseball, 
swimming, and fishing, to church activities, and public speaking coached by his father, who is a 
preacher in the Assemblies of God Church. 


Handel & Haydn Society 


The Handel & Haydn Society is considered one of America’s premier chorus and period instrument 
ensembles. Under the artistic direction of internationally renowned conductor Christopher 
Hogwood since 1986, H&H is a leader in historically informed performance. Each H&H concert is 
distinguished by the use of instruments, techniques, and performance styles typical of the period in 
which the music was composed. Founded in Boston in 1815, H&H is the oldest continuously 
performing arts organization in the country, with a long tradition of musical excellence. In the nineteenth 
century, the Society gave the American premieres of numerous important works, including Handel's 
Messiah (1818), which H&H has performed every year since 1854, Samson (1845), Solomon (1855), 
and Israel in Egypt (1859), and Bach’s Mass in B Minor (1887) and St. Matthew Passion (1889). 
H®&H reaches a wide audience through recordings on the London Records/UOiseau-Lyre label and 
its recently released recording of Handel’s Messiah, recorded live at Symphony Hall last December for 
Arabesque Recordings. Continuing H&H’s tradition of artistic innovation, the 1995-1996 season 
featured a fully staged opera production of Gluck’s Orfeo ed Euridice with the Mark Morris Dance 
Group. The production travelled across the country and to the prestigious Edinburgh Festival in 
Scotland. In recent seasons H&H has offered semi-staged productions of two operas by Handel: 
Julius Caesar with Sylvia McNair as Cleopatra and Semele with Meredith Hall in the title role. In the 
1998-1999 season H&H gave its first world premiere in over 20 years with Dan Welcher’s acclaimed 
JFK: The Voice of Peace. \n addition to performances at Boston's Symphony Hall, H&H also features 
concerts at New England Conservatory’s Jordan Hall and Sanders Theatre at Harvard University. 
H&H’s innovative educational outreach program brings the joy of classical music to more than 
10,000 students each year in 50 public schools throughout Massachusetts. 
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John Finney, HeH Chorusmaster 


John Finney is regarded as a musician of great vitality and versatility in his work with several 
Boston-area ensembles. Since 1987, Mr. Finney has been conductor of the Heritage Chorale in 
Framingham, and has led that chorus in performances of such major works as Mendelssohn's Elijah 
and Verdi's Requiem. He has been the Director of the University Chorale of Boston College since 
1993; he was recently appointed Conductor of the Boston College Symphony Orchestra and given 
the title of Distinguished Artist-in-Residence at Boston College. Mr. Finney is also Director of Music 
for the Wellesley Hills Congregational Church. He has been H8¢H Chorusmaster since 1990, and 
was named Associate Conductor in 1992, directing many of H&H’s Jordan Hall concerts and the 
1997 performances of Handel’s Messiah at Symphony Hall. Mr. Finney is widely praised for his 
harpsichord and organ playing; he holds degrees in organ performance from the Oberlin College 
Conservatory of Music and The Boston Conservatory. He is on the faculty of The Boston 
Conservatory, and has recorded for Denon, Decca, and Nonesuch. 


The Boston Cecilia 


The Boston Cecilia was born informally in 1874 as an adjunct to the orchestra of the Harvard 
Musical Association, and formally as an independent choral society in 1876. In the 19th century 
the group was known simply as The Cecilia. Around the turn of the century it became The Cecilia 
Society, and adopted the current variant of its original name in 1981. During the late years of the 
nineteenth-century Cecilia performed often with the Boston Symphony Orchestra at the old 
Boston Music Hall. In 1900, the chorus sang Beethoven's Missa Solemnis with the BSO at the open- 
ing of Symphony Hall. The association with the orchestra was reestablished during the tenure of 
Arthur Fiedler, who was Cecilia’s music director during the 1930s and early 40s; and included 
among other notable milestones, the American premiere performance of Stravinsky's Symphony of 
Psalms, conducted by the composer. Since 1968, Cecilia has been under the leadership of Donald 
Teeters. In recent years the chorus has concentrated on music of the baroque, especially the oratorios 
of Handel and works of Bach, all performed with period instruments. Its recent repertoire also 
includes music of the twentieth-century, especially new music by Boston composers and the works 
of Benjamin Britten and other English composers. 


Donald Teeters, Music Director 


Donald Teeters, conductor of The Boston Cecilia since 1968, is in the forefront of historically oriented 
New England musicians. He was the first Boston choral conductor to engage players of period 
instruments for pre-nineteenth-century works. He conducted the Boston period instrument premiere 
of Monteverdi's 16/0 Vespers in 1979, and the first American period instrument performance of 
Bach's St. John Passion in 1981. Now nearing the completion of its cycle of Handel oratorios in period 
instrument performances, Cecilia under Teeters’ direction last spring gave its first ever performance 
of Handel’s most famous work, Messiah. The Cecilia, under Teeters’ direction, has given first Boston 
performances, or significant revivals of works by Daniel Pinkham, Donald Martino, and John Harbison. 
‘Teeters led the world premiere of Scott Wheelers The Angle of the Sun, which was commissioned by 
Cecilia in honor of Teeters’ twenty-fifth anniversary as director. Donald Teeters also teaches at 
New England Conservatory, and is music director at Brookline’s All Saints Church, a parish with a 
celebrated music tradition.

Coro Allegro is Boston's chorus for members and friends of the gay, lesbian, and bisexual communities. 
Founded in 1990, Coro Allegro is dedicated to building social and musical bridges through the 
performance of significant choral works. Led by Artistic Director David Hodgkins, Coro Allegro performs 
a wide range of repertoire, from Mozart and Haydn to Fauré and Copland, and regularly features 
works by contemporary composers including Rebecca Clarke, Ruth Lomon, Julian Wachner, Robert 
Stern, Kenneth Fuchs, and Patricia Van Ness, Coro Allegro Composer-in-Residence in 1998. Since 
its debut concert in 1991 Coro Allegro has established a reputation as an accomplished ensemble, 
known for its purity, precision, and clarity of tone and for programming that is consistently interesting, 
evocative, and ambitious. Coro Allegro’s first recording, /n the Clearing, features traditional works by 
Salamone Rossi, Bruckner, William Billings, and Debussy, along with recent works by Fuchs and Van 
Ness. This season Coro Allegro records its second CD, which will include Daniel Pinkham’s 7he 
White Raven (commissioned and premiered by Coro Allegro in 1996) and Patricia Van Ness’s The 
Voice of the Tenth Muse (commissioned and premiered in 1998). 


David Hodgkins, Artistic Director 


Artistic Director David Hodgkins, a native of Reading, Massachusetts, studied piano, voice, and 
harpsichord at the University of Massachusetts/Amherst, receiving his Bachelor of Music degree in 
music education. He earned his Master of Music degree in choral conducting from Temple University 
in Philadelphia under Alan Harler. From 1989 through the spring of 1999, Mr. Hodgkins was 
Director of Choral Activities at Clark University in Worcester, Massachusetts. Since 1989, he has 
conducted the orchestra and choruses of the Commonwealth School, a private high school in 
Boston’s Back Bay, in music ranging from a capella works to oratorio. He also coaches chamber music 
and teaches college-level music theory and ear training. In August 1999, Mr. Hodgkins was named 
Artistic Director of the New England Classical Singers. In 1992, Mr. Hodgkins became the Artistic 
Director of Coro Allegro. With Coro Allegro, Mr. Hodgkins has conducted world-premiere 
performances of works by Daniel Pinkham, Alan Fletcher, and Patricia Van Ness. In addition, he has 
conducted Boston premieres of works by Rebecca Clarke, Arvo Part, and William Grant Sul.
